MORE RAIN, MORE PAIN 


MONSTER STORM SLAMS CHICAGO, 
GENERALLY IBLEEPSI STUFF UP

Heavy rains and flooding brought havoc to the 
Chicago area Thursday shutting expressways, 
delaying commuter trains, canceling flights, 
flooding basements and closing many subur- 
ban schools. 

The National Weather Service issued flash 
flood warnings lasting into the evening for the 
entire area. Between three and seven inches 
of rain fell throughout the area in the past 24 


hours, with more expected, and area rivers 
continued to rise, according to the weather 
service. 

Flooding shut parts of three major express- 
ways in and out of the city Thursday morn- 
ing. Many major streets and highway ramps 
remained blocked Thursday afternoon, and 
police recommended that people limit travel, 
if possible, during the evening commute. 

Major flooding was affecting parts of Des 


Plaines, Fox, Illinois and DuPage rivers, ac- 
cording to the weather service. The north 
branch of the Chicago River already was at 
levels not seen since the major flooding of Sep- 
tember 2008, the service said. 

Gov Quinn declared a state of emergency 
for Illinois. 

Chicago-area residents posted photos on 
social media of people paddling canoes and 
rafts along residential streets. The Chicago 
Department of Water Management was work- 
ing to control flooding along the river on the 
Northwest Side, using sandbags and settingup 
concrete barriers.

A sinkhole that swallowed three cars on 
the Southeast Side and injured one per- 
son was caused by an old water main that 
gave out, Chicago Water Department 
Commissioner Thomas Powers said

The water main in the 9600 block 
of South Houston Avenue dates from 
around 1915, Powers said during a briefing 
on the storm at the Office of Emergency 
Management and Communications. 

“When it broke, it breached the sewer 
below it,” Powers said. ‘As it under- 
mined, as the water was flowing from the 
broken main, it undermined all of the soil 
underneath the pavement and washed it 
into the sewer.” 

Witnesses said the hole opened up 
at about 5 a.m., quickly growing from 
about 20 feet to about 40 feet. First two 
cars slid in, then a third as the hole wid- 
ened, witnesses said. A fourth vehicle was

Sam Smith (Bulls.com) 

To me, the most significant one was the Jordan shot 
against Cleveland. But it was why it was. Jordan had 
blown the game before [Game 4 in Chicago], a lot of 
people forget; he missed two free throws. Here you 
have the guy who’s viewed as the greatest player ever 
missing free throws to clinch the series at home. Now 
it’s going back to Cleveland, and it comes down to 
one shot. If Jordan misses that shot, I don’t know what 
would have happened to that team. They would’ve 
been forced into big changes. That one shot had the 
biggest ramifications for the direction of the franchise 
and it was sort of the launching pad from there. 


Michael Wilbon (ESPN) 

Michael sweeping the Pistons in 
Detroit and seeing them walk off 
the floor; I was at all of those games.

And 
watching? Definitely the Bulls with Michael Jordan. When he went up against Magic Johnson 
[in the 1991 Finals against the L.A. Lakers] and switched the ball in his hands on that one shot. 
I think about that, and the game where hit all those 3s against Portland [in the 1992 Finals]. 


Taj Gibson 

Watching Michael Jordan crossing over Bryon Russell. When I was younger, I didn’t under- 
stand that a crossover wasn’t a simple play. And as I got older and started watching the NBA 
more, and then seeing how tough it is to guard people in this league today, I can only imag- 
ine how hard it was to guard Michael Jordan back then. 

My favorite memory as a player is [when] we were down-it was my second year in the 
NBA-against Atlanta. It was the second round of the playoffs and a crucial game to go up 
3-2. Derrick [Rose] was getting double-teamed and he passed the ball to me on two straight 
plays. And I don’t know what got into me, I made two straight buckets. I was rolling that 
game in the fourth quarter. I’ll remember that for the rest of my life. It was so loud in the UC 
that game.

Art of Chicken chef 
inspired by famiiy

For PB^ tian" Moren^. 
the key to opening his 
first restaurant was 
sticking to what he 
knew: the recipes he 
grew up with and the 
neighborhood he grew 
up in. 

Inspired by the dinners shared among his 
Mexican-immigrant family the 30 -year-old 
lifelong Bucktown resident opened The Art 
of Chicken, a Latin-infused fast-casual spot at 
2041 N. Western Ave., last month. 

Styled to a resemble a chicken coop, the 
20 -seat restaurant serves up quarter, half and 
whole grilled (never fried) chickens in two 
styles: slathered in a tangy marinade (Eljefe) or 
seasoned with a blend of spices (Crazy Chico). 
Craving something outside the poultry variety? 
Look elsewhere. Other than a small selection 
of side orders that include Spanish rice, grilled 


vegetables and fries, chicken is the alpha and 
the omega of Moreno’s recently opened eatery 
which he says has been in the works for years. 

How long has the idea for this restaurant 
been percolating? 

When I was a little kid, one of my uncles 
used to work in a restaurant. I’d go on week- 
ends and help him out. That’s where this 
thing got initiated. A lot of family helped me 
out in opening the restaurant, too. It’s family- 
run and -operated. Everyone who works here 
is in some way part of the family 

What about the recipes? 

Everything is a family recipe. They all come 
from get-togethers, barbecues in the back 
yard. Everyone would bring their own food, 
and the recipes were delicious. I thought I 
could incorporate them into my restaurant 
and could make a living off of them. My 
family —uncles, aunts, cousins— they all pro- 




vided me with bits of information to come 
up with the recipes. The menu itself is pretty 
small— two styles of grilled chicken, a couple 
of sides to choose from. 

Why focus exclusively on chicken? 

I believe that when you have such a simple 
menu— very common things that people 
eat— you can dedicate more quality time to 
it. Tbu go to these restaurants that give you 
a three- or four-page menu, and you don’t 
even know what to order because you have so 


much to read and look at. Here, we have our 
two different marinades and a few sides. It’s 
very easy to maintain and be consistent with 
the quality of the food we’re serving. 

The name doesn’t really give a hint to your 
famiiy heritage. Why “The Art of Chicken”? 

There’s an artistic wave in the community 
and I wanted to incorporate that into the 
restaurant. I believe that the marinades are 
art. I know that sounds really cheesy but I 
believe it.

war? Why isn’t he in a better mood aboard 
his ship, where he works with a fetching 
colleague (Andrea Riseborough of last week’s 
“Disconnect” and “Welcome to the Punch”)? 
Sheesh, they have a private pool, and skinny 
dipping is very much permitted despite the 
lack of lifeguard on duty 

Directed by Joseph Kosinski (the under- 
rated “Tron: Legacy”) from a script based on 
his unpublished graphic novel, “Oblivion” 
recalls “Futurama” and several big-screen 
sci-fi touchstones that would spoil the mov- 
ie to name. “Oblivion” easily and sometimes 
beautifully fills an IMAX screen. Spaceships

However, I didn’t expect 
a line as unintentionally silly as Risebor- 
ough’s character asking Jack, “Our job is not 
to remember, remember?” In space, no one 
can hear you chuckle.

were a stand-up rou- 
tine, it’d go something 
like this: “Didja ever 
notice how guys are 
always walking around 
with their hands in 
their pockets, saying and expressing nothing? 
And women are always twirling and letting 
their emotions get the best of them? Am I 
right, people?” 

Because “To the Wonder” comes from 
Terrence Malick (“The Tree of Life”), the film 
communicates this tragic gender gap through 
minimal dialogue. Hey why show a man 
teaching his girlfriend’s daughter the names of 
wildflowers and calling her “daughter” when 
you can just have someone say that happened 
in voiceover? 

“To the Wonder” is indeed a voiceover 
party and everyone (whose characters’ names 
are never spoken) is invited: Neil (Ben Affleck) 
apparently attracts gorgeous women purely on 
the sensation of his stubble and accomplishes 
nothing at his job, which requires him just to 
stroll and ask people if they’re having trouble 
with their property Marina (Olga Kurylenko 
of “Oblivion”) moves with her daughter from 
France to America to be with Neil, but doesn’t 
discuss her expiring visa until it’s too late. 
(That made sense in the naive, collegiate de- 
lirium of “Like Crazy” but in “Wonder” these 
people should know better.) Rachel Me Adams 
plays Jane, who shares Marina’s fondness for 
frolicking and spinning and steps in when Neil 
allows Marina, this supposed love of his life 
that went south for unaddressed reasons, to 
leave the country Javier Bardem plays a priest 
who voices things like, “Thirsting. We thirst,”

when he’s not grumbling about loneliness and 
sharing generic religious platitudes. 

Malick incorporates fewer useless shots of 
the sun shining through the trees than usual 
(only three!) but, again, characters constantly 
mosey through tall grass and wind always 
blows to catch the ladies’ hair just so. Within 
minutes of the film’s opening, Neil and Marina 
wander in a small courtyard on the ocean 
and she says, “We climbed the steps to the 
wonder.” I mean, it’s a nice courtyard, but 
they don’t share much of a memory there. A 
wonder, yes, but the wonder? No way 

Maybe “To the Wonder” intends to medi- 
tate on physical attraction and the idea of love 
obscuring its absence, but Malick writes only 
feelings, not characters. He gives his women 
no credit to think clearly Jane tells Neil that 
she trusts him and that he makes her laugh 
when he has done and said nothing. People 
can be entertained by their partners just being 
themselves, but neither Jane nor we know 
Neil well enough for this to work on screen. 

The filmmaker captures palpable tension 
that seeps into the relationships, but he also 
patronizes small-town America and observes 
only the beginning and end of love. The 
middle is what matters, but Malick would 
rather indulge his lousy poetry like Marina 
saying, “What is this love that loves us? That 
comes from nowhere. From all around. The 
sky Abu, cloud. Abu love me, too.” 

That line would get laughed out of a high 
school classroom. Why should Malick get 
away with it? 
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When celebrity illnesses attack 

Setting aside 
whether they 
should operate at 
all, TMZ’s editors 
absolutely should 
not be granted 
medical licenses.

‘Antiviral,” in which celebrity obsession 
has gone so overboard that average people 
pay to have celebs’ viruses injected into 
them— a means of achieving “biological 
communion.” 

I’m disappointed that this feature 
debut effort from writer-director Brandon 
Cronenberg (son of David, director of 
“Cosmopolis”) fails to follow through on 
its critique of a culture fixated on celebrity 
skin, from photo leaks to paparazzi-cap- 
tured up-skirts. Instead, this bizarre sci-fi 
flick centers on a conspiracy investiga- 
tion led by Syd (Caleb Landry Jones of 
“X-Men: First Class”), who gives himself 
an illness suffered by star Hannah Geist

kill him. If weirdness was all that mat- 
tered— people in this society purchase

Like father like son? 
Brandon Cronenberg

Breaking out of a famous parent’s shadow can be 
daunting, but Brandon Cronenberg, son of Ca- 
nadian filmmaker David Cronenberg, is doing so 
with his first feature film, ‘Antiviral.” 

Opening Friday ‘Antiviral” was written and 
directed by the 33-year-old Cronenberg and sati- 
rizes society’s obsession with celebrity with a hor- 
rific twist: A clinic harvests viruses from sick ce- 
lebrities and sells the injections to obsessed fans. 

Some critics are comparing ‘Antiviral” to Da- 
vid Cronenberg’s early work, which included such 
classic sci-fi horror films as “Videodrome,” “The 
Fly” and “Dead Ringers.” 

While Brandon Cronenberg acknowledges the 
connection, he says some of it “is very legitimate 
and some of it is kind of overstated.” 

“My dad has had a very broad, varied career, and 
it would be very hard for me to make a film that 
didn’t touch on anything that he hasn’t touched 
on,” Cronenberg said. 

So is David Cronenberg, 70, proud of his son’s 
debut? “Yeah, I think so,” said Brandon Cronen- 
berg before breaking in to a laugh. “But he has to 
say that.”

The real Charlie Sheen appears as himself 
in an embarrassing prologue with Lindsay 
Lohan. Presumably Sheen’s real-life brother, 
Emilio Estevez, was unavailable to play Dan, 
leaving the name Emilio available in the film 
for Sheen’s cat. 

Actual cameos include Usher as a dancing 
janitor and Heather Locklear as the mother 
of Tisdale’s character, who gives birth mid- 
ballet performance and shoots the baby into 
a tuba. If you think that’s funny maybe you’ll 
also like the script’s constant slut-shaming 
or the random Madea and Honey Boo Boo 
impersonators. There’s also a Mexican house- 
keeper presented as fat, smelly, hairy and 
prone to swinging at a pinata in her sleep. 

I did laugh at a scene of a chair humping 
a microwave.
